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Council Refinances City Debt, 
Changes Refuse and Pool Fees 


The agenda for the July 11 
Greenbelt City Council meeting 
contained no presentations, no 
proclamations and no petitions or 
requests. It was no nonsense and 
all business but it nonetheless 
ran until about 10:40 p.m. All 
members of council were present. 

On the agenda, in addition to 
council reports, were five pieces 
of legislation, five items of other 
business and several items for 
approval on the consent agenda. 
An item was added to the agen- 
da by Councilmember Emmett 
Jordan titled “Formation of an 
Economic Development Work 
Group.” 

City Legislation 

Following administrative re- 
ports, council moved into its re- 
view of legislation. An ordinance 
was introduced for first reading; 
then, following a suspension of 
council’s rules, it was read again 
and adopted to award the refi- 
nancing of the city’s debt to Sun- 
Trust Bank. Prior to adopting the 
ordinance, council needed to vote 
to waive bidding procedures on

this item, since the arrangement 
for refinancing with SunTrust 
was conducted by negotiation. A 
two-thirds majority was required 
to wave the bidding procedures. 
Both of the motions carried on 
a 6-1 vote, with Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts voting against 
the refinancing. 

The purpose of the refinanc- 
ing was to take advantage of 
lower interest rates and reduce 
the annual cost of the city’s debt 
service. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said that he hoped 
the city would be able to pay 
off the existing debt in about 10 
years by making additional pay- 
ments beginning this fiscal year, 
which will result in a slightly 
reduced overall cost as well. 
The refinancing involves no new 
borrowing and council and staff 
agreed that SunTrust offered very 
good terms. An agreement with 
another bank had been close to 
completion when the city found 
it could get a better deal from 
SunTrust. 

A resolution of negotiated 


purchase was adopted to award 
the contract for resurfacing ten- 
nis courts | through 4 at Braden 
Field to Tennis Courts, Inc., the 
company that was selected last 
month to install new lighting for 
all eight courts. The award is for 
$117,868, which includes a num- 
ber of enhancements to improve 
drainage and water runoff, as well 
as to anchor the net post sleeves. 
The vote was 6-0 to adopt, with 
Jordan recusing himself as a for- 
mer member of the Greenbelt 
Tennis Association. 

The other three resolutions on 
the agenda were all related to an- 
nual budgetary matters. Adopted 
unanimously was a resolution to 
increase refuse and recycling fees 
by $4 per quarter and recycling- 
only fees by $1.50 per year, in 
accord with increases approved in 
the city budget adopted in June. 
The resulting new fees are $67 
per quarter or $268 per year for 
refuse and recycling and $33 per 
year for recycling only.

Council Opposes New Liquor 
Rules, Seeks Local Notification 


Two proposed rules issued 
by the Prince George’s County 
Board of License Commissioners 
(Liquor Control Board) have met 
opposition from the Greenbelt 
City Council. Rule and Regula- 
tion 75 will allow approved busi- 
nesses to offer live entertainment 
from 9 p.m. until 2 am. Rule 
and Regulation 76 will allow 
home delivery of alcoholic bev- 
erages, with the delivery person 
charged with responsibility to 
verify the recipient is of legal 
age. 

At its meeting on June 20 
council discussed these rules, 
then voted to send a letter to 
the board opposing both. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
explained the rules were designed 
to implement legislation already 
passed by the Maryland General 
Assembly, making their adoption 
in some form inevitable. 

Council had opposed these 
rules in previous stages of 
their development but members 
pressed for changes to Rule 75 
requiring communication with 
municipal police departments 
during the process of issuing a 
Special Entertainment Permit. 

As presented at the meeting, 
the rule required an applicant for 
the Special Entertainment Permit 
to notify only the county police 
of a security plan; not included

were municipal police depart- 
ments, where applicable. 

According to the description, 
the security plan is designed to 
prevent a threat to the “peace 
and safety” of the surrounding 
area. A permit may be revoked 
for failure to follow the submit- 
ted security plan. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
pointed out that county police 
will not respond to a situation 
in Greenbelt, or in other areas 
with a municipal police force. 
He said the City of Laurel has 
opposed the rule for this reason. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts wanted the city to oppose 
Rule 75 outright. He said it 
would cause many problems. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
said the city should go on record 
as “strongly opposed,” but should 
also request modifications to re- 
quire communication with local 
police departments about security 
plans. 

The motion by Mach to send 
a letter requesting the discussed 
modifications and strongly op- 
posing both rules was approved 
unanimously. 

Liquor Delivery 

Rule 76 defines conditions 
and requirements for obtaining 
and using a Letter of Authoriza- 
tion for liquor deliveries. The 
process includes an “advertising 


fee” of $250 to accompany the 
application. 

Deliveries must be made by 
an employee of the licensee who 
is 18 years of age or older and 
who has a current certificate in 
a state-approved alcohol aware- 
ness program. Deliveries may 
be made only during hours the 
licensee is open for business and 
only to the ordering person or, 
in some cases, to an approved 
designee. 

Records of the delivery, in- 
cluding the name, address, phone 
number and verified identification 
of the person making the order 
and accepting delivery will be 
maintained for 18 months and 
be made available to inspectors 
during monthly inspections. The 
licensee is required to notify the 
board of multiple deliveries to 
the same address on a given day 
and to observe and report condi- 
tions possibly indicating activity 
that is “unlawful, irresponsible or 
otherwise destructive.” Deliver- 
ies must be refused in such cases. 

Rule 75 Modified 

Greenbelt Police Chief James 
Craze was among those who 
testified at a public hearing on 
June 28. He explained the city’s 
position on Rule 75. 

After the hearing, the rule was

Council Okays Tract Names, 
Signs for Forest Preserve

The urge to name the city’s 
woodlands took shape a decade 
ago when the Committee to Save 
the Green Belt solicited recom- 
mendations to name the areas 
known as Parcel 1 and Parcel 2 
as their property tax map des- 
ignations. They were seeking 
names appropriately reflecting 
the natural value and importance 
of the woods to Greenbelters. In 
2002 the group presented a list of 
112 suggestions to the Greenbelt 
City Council. 

Since the city was then con- 
sidering how to manage and 
protect the areas later to become 
known as the North and South 
Preserves, formal naming took a 
back seat to establishment of a 
Forest Preserve Task Force to be 
charged with developing manage- 


ment and maintenance guidelines 
and to council’s codification of 
the first two parcels as protect- 
ed forest preserve. Two other 
parcels, in Boxwood and Belle 
Point, were added later. 

When the task force finished 
its work the group was replaced 
by an ongoing Forest Preserve 
Advisory Board (FPAB). The 
board completed the first part of 
the naming project in April 2010 
by recommending that the name 
“Greenbelt Forest Preserve” be 
formally adopted for all preserve 
areas, with additional designation 
for specific areas or parcels of 
the preserve. 

Council subsequently asked the 
board to recommend a naming

Mayor Davis Is the MML’s 
First Greenbelt President

Those who naysay the reports 
sections of city council meetings, 
give heed. One of the more in- 
teresting items coming out of the 
July 11 Greenbelt City Council 
meeting was brought up during 
the councilmembers’ reports on 
the annual Maryland Municipal 
League (MML) Convention in 
Ocean City. 

For the first time in its 76- 
year history, in June 2012 the 
MML could have a Greenbelter 
as president of its board of direc- 
tors when Mayor Judith Davis, 
who was voted president-elect 
last week, takes the gavel at next 
year’s convention from this year’s 
incoming president, Mayor Mi- 
chael Bennett of Aberdeen. 

MML represents 157 munici- 
pal governments and two spe- 
cial taxing districts throughout 
the state of Maryland. It is the 
only statewide organization in 
Maryland composed solely of 
municipal officials and devoted to 
the promotion of all branches of 
municipal administration. 

Davis has also served as chair 
of the board of directors for the 
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Metropolitan Washington Coun- 
cil of Governments (COG) but 
former Greenbelt Mayor Gil Wei- 
denfeld had preceded her as the 
first Greenbelter in that role. In 
other top jobs, she is also a past 
president of the COG Corpora- 
tion, the Prince George’s County 
Municipal Association and Prince 
George’s Municipal Women.

Trucks, Ruts, 
Road Beds 


Allow me to correct a state- 
ment in the otherwise excel- 
lent article “GHI Board Pon- 
ders Member Issues — Additions, 
Egress” by Sue Krofchik in the 
June 30 issue of the Greenbelt 
News Review. It mistakenly 
states that John Gannon lives at 
9G Ridge Road. John Gannon 
lives at 9E. 

I thank Ms. Krofchik for add- 
ing accurate dimensions to the 
description of the road bed in 
the 9 Court Ridge Road common 
area by the excellent method 
of taking measurements herself. 
Her article also mentioned the 
permanent truck tire rut that con- 
tinues for several yards past the 
road bed, through the common 
area and then through my yard 
at 9G. (The tire rut will not be 
in my yard after the new yard 
plat is approved. Of course, that 
will not make the tire rut look 
any better or change its loca- 
tion.) I congratulate the writer 
on photographing one of the 
many contractor trucks that have 
parked in the enclosed 9 Court 
common area. 

Trucks park there so frequent- 
ly, it 1s actually pretty easy to 
catch them at it. In an undated 
photo taken by Dorothy Gonthier, 
our neighbor, a contractor truck 
and a contractor’s private vehicle 
can be seen parked on the grass. 
Another photo (not shown here) 
shows three GHI trucks; two 
trucks are parked in the 9 Court 
common area and one in my yard 
at 9G. 

Part of the problem has been 
solved. Matt Berres, manager 
of GHI Maintenance, has told 
9 Court residents that he has 
ordered small trucks in future 
to use the pedestrian underpass 
between the library and the play- 
ground and not to drive through 
9 Court. We very much appreci- 
ate this. 

But GHI trucks are only some

Court Ridge Road are discussing 
asking the GHI board to restore 
the fence. 

The problem with the road 
bed is that if it looks like it can 
be driven over or parked on, 
it will be. We need a physical 
barrier.

improvements are already funded 
through GHI’s Replacement Re- 
serve Program. Every month, a 
portion of members’ co-op fees 
goes into the Replacement Re- 
serves to ensure that funds are on 
hand when components wear out 
and need to be replaced. 
Similarly, the upcoming Phase 
2 of the Pilot Program includes 
some necessary and already- 
funded replacements. The total 
cost for building envelope im- 
provements in 28 homes and 
replacement of waste water pipes 
in eight homes is $510,396. 
However, $254,885 is already 
funded through the Replace- 
ment Reserves. The remaining 
$255,511 will go towards items 
such as bathroom ventilation 
fans and insulation in attics, 
crawl spaces and walls. These 
items are being installed in pilot 
homes to assess their costs and 
benefits on behalf of the entire 
community. Therefore, GHI’s 
Board of Directors proposes that 
$255,511 be borne by the full 
membership. This amounts to 
roughly $160/member.

New Pastor, Rev. Michael Christ 
Takes Over at Greenbelt Baptist 


The Greenbelt Baptist Church 
and its new pastor Reverend Mi- 
chael Christ are going through a 
period of getting to know each 
other. After only a month and a 
half, it seems a good fit. 

Reverend Christ, who doesn’t 
mind being called Pastor Mike, 
says his congregation of about 
100 consists of “good people, very 
kind people. I love the ethnic 
diversity here; it’s good to ap- 
preciate people from all over the 
world.” 

Two parishioners have kind 
things to say already about Pas- 
tor Mike. Mary Ann Baker was 
grateful for his visit while she was 
recuperating from surgery. “I’ve 
heard him preach three times” she 
said, “and I think he gets his mes- 
sage across well. I think we’ve 
got a good man in the neighbor- 
hood.” 

Dr. Neil Deo agrees. He says, 
“Michael Christ has stepped into 
his new job with aplomb and fi- 
nesse just by being himself. He is 
a good listener, a quiet talker and 
confident in his training at Capital 
Bible Seminary (in Lanham). He 
is solution-oriented and lovingly 
open to the world.” 

Greenbelt Baptist Church had 
no full-time pastor since the de- 
parture of Mark Johnson three and 
a half years ago but has no lost 
sheep in its midst. “We had two 
wonderful interim pastors, Pastor 
Charles Sharp and Pastor Ronald 
James, for two and a half years 
and one year, respectively,” said 
Christ. “They were very good.” 

Asian Experiences 

Before coming to Greenbelt, 
Christ did missionary work for 
three years, in a very urban area 
north of Iraq. Though attached 
to a Christian church, he also did 
work among the Kurdish Muslims. 
“My work with them was relation- 
al; it was largely meeting people 
and talking to them,” he said. 

Christ applied for the pastoral 
position here because “I believe 
in the power of the gospel; I have 
great confidence in it,” he said. 
He paused and then added, “Any 
coach would be excited about 
taking a new job with excellent 
team players in whom he has 
confidence. Well, I have great 
confidence in scripture.” 

Christ explained his goals by 
alluding to St. Paul’s Letter to the 
Colossians (Ch. 1): “The gospel 
has come to you and is bearing 
fruit....’ I want to get to know 
the congregation, to try to care 
for them, to teach them scripture. 
That might mean more people 
coming to church here or it could 
mean greater growth for those 
already here.” 

Speaking to a Christian pas- 
tor whose name is Christ nudged 
me to ask if being so named 
fated him in any way to become 
a preacher. “I didn’t think of it

as a kid — it didn’t 
have any sway on 
me,” Christ chuck- 
led.

A resolution to reduce the 
summer daily admission rate to 
the Greenbelt Aquatic and Fitness 
Center (GAFC) for nonresidents 
was adopted unanimously. It was 
noted that the intention had been 
to lower this fee following Labor 
Day weekend, in accord with 
usual practice but GAFC staff 
inadvertently jumped the gun and 
implemented the new rate effec- 
tive Memorial Day weekend. 

Introduced for first reading 
was the annual resolution to per- 
mit the negotiated purchase of 
goods and services from certain 
vendors with whom the city’s 
purchases are below the bid limit 
of $10,000 but total purchases for 
the year reach or exceed the lim- 
it. These vendors are often sole 
sources or based on bids accepted 
by other government agencies. 

Request for Resolution 

Council was not in agree- 
ment on how to respond to a re- 
quest made at the June 20 regular 
meeting from Maryland United 
for Peace and Justice to adopt a 
resolution in support of pursuing 
an amendment to the Constitution 
to overturn the Supreme Court 
decision in the Citizens United 
v. Federal Election Commission 
case, in which corporations would 
be permitted to fund political ads 
independent of candidate cam- 
paigns. 

Mayor Judith Davis and Coun- 
cilmember Edward Putens both 
said that the council[‘s position 
on such matters was that it would 
not take a position on issues 
that were not directly related to 
municipal matters. Davis said 
that beyond that she thought that 
seeking a Constitutional amend- 
ment, which could take forever, 
was ill-advised as a solution. 
Councilmembers Konrad Herling, 
Rodney Roberts and Leta Mach 
were more inclined to support 
the request. Herling had offered 
a motion in favor of a letter 
of support, with a second from 
Roberts, but in the absence of 
any imminent agreement on how 
to approach the matter, Jordan 
moved that the item be tabled 
and brought back later. The 
motion to table passed 6-1, with 
Roberts voting no. 

Co. Stormwater Legislation 

In preparation for a county 
council public hearing on Tues- 
day, July 19 on CB-15-2011, a 
bill to establish stormwater runoff 
standards for redevelopment proj- 
ects in Prince George’s County, 
Terri Hruby, assistant director for 
planning, reported to council that 
although modest improvements 
had been made in the bill since 
the council last commented on it, 
primarily in the area of municipal 


notification, it still falls well short 
of the standards the city council 
and the environmental community 
have advocated. While Greenbelt 
has pressed for a 2.7-inch runoff 
requirement for redevelopment 
projects, the county bill provides 
for only a half-inch standard until 
2016, with a slightly higher 0.75- 
inch requirement until 2019 and 
only then reaches its peak of a 
one-inch standard. 

Council discussed at length 
whether to be pragmatic and at- 
tempt to push for an immediate 
implementation of a one-inch 
standard or whether to stick to 
its guns and reaffirm the need for 
a 2.7-inch standard. Eventually 
Putens made a motion, seconded 
by Roberts, to reiterate the city’s 
previous strong position, which 
passed unanimously. Hruby com- 
mented that although the standard 
was not likely to be improved, 
she thought the city could poten- 
tially have some real impact in 
the area of municipal referrals. 

Program Open Space 

A last-minute drop in Fiscal 
Year 2012 allocations occurred in 
the state’s Program Open Space 
funding, subsequent to submission 
by city staff of its draft annual 
plan. Hruby said there is some 
expectation that the losses will 
be made up later. The staff’s 
recommendation, which coun- 
cil supported unanimously, was 
that they approve the plan as 
drafted, including a staff pro- 
posal to transfer monies from the 
Buddy Attick Park Master Plan 
Improvements Project, which 
was approved in last year’s plan, 
to the 12 Court Hillside Road 
Playground Improvement Project, 
which is included in this year’s 
plan. The reason for the change 
is that the playground project is 
ready to go and the park project 
is not. 

Council also approved unani- 
mously recommendations from 
the Forest Preserve Advisory 
Board regarding the naming of 
individual tracts that are part of 
the Greenbelt Forest Preserve and 
two types of signs to be installed 
at the individual tracts (see sepa- 
rate article on page 1). 

Economic Development 

The item added to the agen- 
da at the onset of the meeting 
by Jordan, “Formation of an 
Economic Development Work 
Group,” was discussed at some 
length. Jordan’s proposal was 
to form a work group with Her- 
ling and any others who were 
interested in order to jump-start 
progress on this topic and report 
at the August council meeting. 
He said he viewed the group’s 
task as threefold: to examine 
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public-private partnerships, to 
initiate outreach to the business 
community and to look at busi- 
ness retention in the city. 

Other councilmembers raised 
concerns about the potential of 
a work group to run afoul of 
the state’s open meeting law, 
which applies to any quorum of 
council gathered to discuss city 
business. Davis also pointed 
out that council’s current rules 
do not provide for sub-groups 
of council to work apart from 
the whole. Although it was ap- 
parent that Jordan and Herling 
would have preferred to be able 
to move forward more quickly, it 
was agreed to schedule a work- 
session as soon as possible for 
the full council to form a plan 
for expediting progress on eco- 
nomic development. 

Council also took several ac- 
tions on the consent agenda, 
approving recommendations of 
the staff without discussion. 
These included receipt of three 
reports from standing boards 
and committees, which will be 
taken up on the agendas of fu- 
ture council meetings or work- 
sessions and a report providing 
an update from the city’s 75th 
Anniversary Committee. In 
addition, Jamie Phillips was 
appointed to the Greenbelt Ad- 
visory Committee on Environ- 
mental Sustainability.

modified, adding a requirement 
that applications for the Special 
Entertainment Permit show evi- 
dence that the requesting estab- 
lishment’s security plan had been 
submitted to the municipal police 
department, if there was one. 

The modifications, however, 
did not include Liquor Control 
Board review of comments on an 
application from municipal police 
departments; only comments from 
the county police are subject to 
review by the board. 

The city will have another op- 
portunity to comment at the hear- 
ing to be held on July 26.

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Reel & Meal Film Monday Is “Mother” 


The next film in the Reel 
and Meal at the New Deal, on 
Monday, July 18 at 7 p.m. is 
“Mother: Caring for 7 Billion.” 
A vegan buffet is available for 
purchase at 6:30 p.m. The film 
“Mother” is about the issue of 
population growth that silently 
fuels most pressing environmen- 
tal, humanitarian and social cri- 
ses. With the world’s population 
reaching seven billion people 
this year, now is a critical time 
to talk about the subject. 

Population was once at the 
top of the international agenda, 
dominating the first Earth Day 
and the subject of best-selling 
books. Since the 1960s world 
population has nearly doubled, 
adding more than three billion 
people. During that time, how- 
ever, talking about population 
has become politically incorrect 
because of sensitive issues sur- 
rounding the topic — religion, 
economics, family planning and 
gender inequality. Yet it remains 
an issue people cannot afford to 
ignore. 

The film illustrates both 
Overconsumption and inequity 
sides of the population issue 
by following Beth, a mother 
and a child-rights activist as 
she comes to discover, along 
with the audience, the thorny 
complexities of the population 
issue. Beth travels to Ethiopia 
and encounters Zinet, a woman 
who has found the courage to 
break free of 1,000-year-old 
cultural barriers. 

It strives to educate rather 
than to blame, highlighting a dif- 
ferent path for humanity. Over- 
population is also seen as a 
symptom of a larger problem, 
a “domination system” that for 
most of human history has glori- 
fied the domination of man over 
nature, man over child and man 
over woman. To break this pat- 
tern, the film’s premise is that 
humankind must change its con- 


quering mindset into a nurturing 
one, with the first step being 
to raise the status of women 
worldwide. 

The discussion leader for 
the evening is Robert Walker, 
the executive vice president of 
the Population Institute, where 
he directs advocacy and public 
education activities including 
its work on issues related to 
health, economic development, 
sustainability and the environ- 
ment.

IRS Help Centers 


Open on Saturday 

The IRS is offering Saturday 
Open Houses this summer to pro- 
vide free assistance to taxpayers 
who need information required to 
file their tax returns or help with 
account questions, such as collec- 
tion or examination issues. The 
next open house is Saturday, July 
16 from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. The 
nearest offices to Greenbelt are 
8401 Corporate Drive in Lando- 
ver and 11510 Georgia Avenue 
in Wheaton. 

The IRS will offer help and 
advice to people who want to get 
a fresh start with their tax liabili- 
ties. IRS Commissioner Doug 
Shulman says, “We are making 
fundamental changes to our lien 
system and other collection tools 
that will help taxpayers and give 
them a fresh start. These steps 
are good for people facing tough 
times and they reflect a respon- 
sible approach for the tax sys- 
tem.” In some instances virtual 
assistance will be provided by 
connecting by telephone to IRS 
employees who are working in 
other offices around the country. 

Information available July 16 
will include adjustments to IRS 
lien policies; increases in the dol- 
lar threshold when liens are is- 
sued, resulting in fewer tax liens; 
procedures to make it easier for 
taxpayers to obtain lien with- 
drawals after paying a tax bill 
with liens withdrawn in most 
cases where taxpayers enter into 
direct debit installment agree- 
ments; easier access to installment 
agreements for struggling small 
businesses; and expansion of a 
streamlined offer-in-compromise 
program. Limited help preparing 
tax forms is available on a first- 
come, first-served basis. 

Over 35,000 taxpayers at- 
tended similar IRS summer open 
house events last year. 
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convention for these specific ar- 
eas. With council’s unanimous 
approval at its July 11 meeting of 
the board’s suggestions, the loop 
on the naming appears at long 
last to have been closed. 

Ginny Mudrock, chair of 
FPAB, presented the board’s rec- 
ommendation that each tract or 
preserve area name begin with 
“Greenbelt Forest Preserve” to 
convey the unity and legal status 
of the protected areas. In addi- 
tion, the board recommends that 
each tract have a unique name 
reflecting its location, history or 
other special characteristic by 
which it is known. 

Recommendations for the four 
existing tracts (known as the 
North and South Preserves, Box- 
wood Preserve and Belle Point 
Preserve) respectively will be 
Greenbelt Forest Preserve, North 
Woods Tract; Greenbelt Forest 
Preserve, Hamilton Woods Tract; 
Greenbelt Forest Preserve, Box- 
wood Tract; and Greenbelt Forest 
Preserve, Belle Point Tract. 

FPAB anticipates proposing to 
city council that other tracts be 
added to the preserve in the near 
future, with names following the 
newly established convention. 

Forest Preserve Signage 

In a related matter, FPAB also 
recommended fulfilling the speci- 
fication in the Greenbelt Forest 
Preserve guidelines for signage 
to designate the protected areas. 
Commenting wryly that it took 
FPAB many meetings to develop 
recommendations on this topic 
in part because its membership 
largely comprises people who do 
not care for signs, Chair Ginny 
Mudrock said the group recom- 
mended that two sign types be 
placed at each preserve area. 

Identification signs to be 
placed at the entrance would be 
similar to the city’s standard, 
routed redwood signs. Each 
would give the full name of 
Greenbelt Forest Preserve and the 
specific tract name. 

Also included to identify the 
signs as related to the forest 
preserve would be a painted leaf 
representing a predominant tree 
type for each area. The second 
type of sign would be regulatory, 
similar in content and design 
to those in other city parks, but 
worded in its directives to reflect 
the spirit of the forest preserve. 
Council unanimously approved 
the recommendations on signs. 


New State Web Portal 


For Solar Applications 

On July 11 the Maryland Pub- 
lic Service Commission (PSC) 
launched a new web portal to 
speed the processing of applica- 
tions for solar renewable energy 
applications. The majority of 
applications are filed by solar 
installation companies on behalf 
of residential customers. 

The new electronic process 
speeds the process, eliminates 
duplicating and mailing costs 
and allows applicants to save and 
upload files to the web portal. A 
checklist ensures that each step 
is accurately completed and gives 
immediate notification of errors 
or missing information, as well 
as centralizing applications so 
they are available to PSC staff to 
answer applicants’ questions.

Two long-time members are 
husband and wife team Larry and 
Rena Hull; and sometimes, for 
a year or two, other men have 
joined the group. But most of us 
are women. 

Every Tuesday and Thurs- 
day evening between 7 and 8 
p.m., you’ll find us bending 
and stretching, working every 
muscle, perhaps standing on one 
foot and then the other, lean- 
ing forward to touch our toes, 
sometimes lying on our backs. 
Then we may sit up, reach- 
ing toward the ceiling with our 
hands. There’s no music, just 
Amy’s quiet voice, leading us 
gently through the routines, tell- 
ing us what to do. 

When she has to miss class 
for a trip away perhaps, there’s 
her voice on a tape she had 
made for such occasions — or 
CDs now, of course. Usually 
classmate Lisa Meyer leads us in 
the moves described by Amy’s 
voice. Sometimes we select an 
earlier recording, we admit, from 
a session when things seemed 
easier. 

In the last years, as we get 
older, Amy seems to work us 
even harder — or so we feel. She 
herself confesses to serious back 
problems following an auto ac- 
cident with a tractor-trailer long 
years ago. She thinks continuing 
work-outs help keep under con- 
trol the pain that has been caused 
by that experience. 

Changes 

Our lives have changed, of 
course, over these years. And so 
has Amy’s. 

When she joined our ranks, 
her daughters, Alicia and Rachel, 
were babies. Now they are ca-

reer women, married, and living, 
respectively, near Atlanta and 
Baltimore.

But now, as she leaves our 
city, what will the future hold for 
our class of devotees, bonded by 
these decades together? 

With help from staff members 
of the Greenbelt Community 
Center, we’ve been checking out 
ways to stay together and to keep 
on with the program we have 
grown to love and share for, lo, 
these many, many years.
